The Wind Blows Down the Amphitheater 
at the Des Moines Institution. 

Des Mornes, Ia., July 15.—[Special.]—

Over One Hundred Infants Had Died Be- 


fore Noon and the Cases of Sunstroke 
Were Many—Every One Suffered Sought 
the Cool Spots, but Did Not Secure Any 
Relief—-The Outfiow of Gold Will Not 
Last Much Longer — Three Cases of 
Typhus-Fever. Ft 
New York, Juiy 15.—[Special. |}—This grea 
city, with its miles of lofty busineas blocks 
and long rows of grimy tenements, baked in 
the midsummer sun today. The million and 
a half of people who hve and have their 
being between the rivers that wash 
the sides of the narrow island swel- 
tered in the intense heat and longed 
in vain for a refreshing shower. In the sec- 
tions where two rooms are called a home, and 
where each roof shelters people enough to 
make a village, the heat not only brought 
discomfort, but distress and death. In‘sev- 
eral cases the sparks of life went out while 
mother’s arms held the babe, There was a 
sufferer on nearly every block and worn out 
watches at each bedside. The end came to 
many before the doctor could respond. Up 
to noon 100 little lives had ended. The record 
of their deaths filled a page of the book in the 
health report. All the undertakers in the 
tenement sections were busy from daybreak 
until midnight. The city in its corporate 
capacity had to furnish burial in several cases. 
Many anxious mothers carried theit sick 
babies down to the piers that poke their noses 
out into the rivers. Both sides of the river, 


down-town and up-town, every available bath- 


ing place was occupied. But during the 
greater part of the day there was not enough 
breeze to ripple the water, and the sun’s fierce 
rays made the planks smoke, The urchins 
swarmed to the public baths.

Tux Trispune explained yesterday the cnar- 
acter of fiat money, and the poor purchasing 
power of notes not redeemed on demand, but 
omitted to state what it is that fixes and de- 
termines the gold value of any piece of paper 
that is issued as ‘‘ money.’’ Many people pro- 
fess to be unable to see why promises to pay 
money ‘should be accepted in lieu of the coin 
itself, and especially why paper issues of 
“money” should have any exchangeable 
valve, when as was the case during the War 
of the Rebellion and for several years after its 
close the government issuing it was not ready 
to redeem its notes. The question is asked, 
‘“* What fixes the value of circulating notes, or 
promises to pay, or substitutes for real money 
—1, e., gold and silver?’’ 

The case may be illustrated by reference to 
the action of depositors in a bank that is re- 
ported to be in difficulties. They make a 
rush for their money and get it if possible. 
If the doors. are cl. sed they canvass amoung 
themselves the chances of getting it at some 
future time, and then many of the number 
are willing to sell out accordingly. They will 
take 75 cents on the dollar if they think the 
bank will pay so much, 50 cents if the outlook 
is thought to be a poor one, and less than that 
if the bank be supposed to have but small 
ead slow assets in proportion to its liabilities. 
There may not be enough unanimity of action 
to establish a fixed market price fdr 
accounts, but in most of these cases 
the consensus of opinion arrives at a 
figure at which the depositor must sell, 
if at all. So it is with the promises 
to pay which are issued by a government. 
They are rated higher or lower in value ac- 
cording to the popular estimate in regard to 
payment, aud the price may fluctuate from 
day to day with the variation in the outlook, 
as was the case during our great war when the

WHY MANUFACTURERS CLING TO PRO- 
| TECTION., | | 

When the statement is made that the work- 
ingmen in protected industries and affiliatea 
trades are the ones who reap the benefits of 
protection while the employer derives no 
special advantage from it the Democrats ask: 
“‘ Why it is then that the protected manufact- 
urers work so hard to retain protection and 
urge Congress not to do away with the duties 
on competitive goods?” : 

The reply of the manufacturers is that if 
they could get their labor and raw materials 
cheap as English manufacturers do they could 
hold their own without protection, but that 
they do| not care to enter upon a fierce and 
prolonged struggle with their workmen to 
force and starve them into accepting the low 
wage scale paid in England. | 

The manufacturers prefer peace. They dis- 
like desperate strikes and lockouts, They 
wish to keep on manufacturing, utilizing their 
plants to the utmost. They like to make 
money, and savage rows with their workmen 
mean heavy loss of money and business. 
Even the Carnegie company dislike the fight 
they are in with their nen, though it is a mere 
zephyr to acyclone of what there would be if 
free trade were adopted. 

They know perfectly well that if the present 
protective duties were repealed a hundred 
ships would set sail from the other side of the 
ocean within a fortnight loaded with cheap- 
labor goods, which would be offered for sale 
in American markets at prices much below 
what it costs to make similar articles here. 
When that happens two cvurses are open to 
the American manufacturer. He can either 
sell his plant, if he can tind any one to buy it, 
and get out of the business, or he can keep on 
manufacturing, providing he can obtain ma- 
terials and labor on as cheap terms as his 
foreign competitors. 

But every manufacturer knows that if free 
trade were adopted and .he notified his men 
that he could not give them work’ unless they 
would consent to drop their wages down to 
the European standard they would tell him 
tuat they'would starve first. The announce- 
ment made by all the tens of thousands of em- 
ployers that the wages of two millions of 
wage workers must come down 40 or 50 or 60 
per cent would be followed by a strike of un- 
precedented extent and violenca, participated 
in by two or three million men and women, 
allof them firmly determined ‘to fight the 
contest out to the bitterend. Some would be 
quiet and determined. Others would not be 
satisfied with passive resistance and would re- 
sort to mobbing. The country would witness 
the greatest and bitterest economical convul- 
sion it has ever known—almost as desperate 
in character as the Southern rebellion, 

The employers know perfectly well what the 
final upshot would be. The workmen would 
have to aecept the free trade wages finally, as 
it would be that or starvation. There would 
be no @scape from it, except in the poor- 
house. The manufacturers are not thirsting 
for such experiences as these.. They,do not 
want their employés to pass through such 
bitter days, which will leave them soured and 
discontented for a generation. They would 
rather have things remain as they are than 
have several years of such worry, strife, and 
torture. 

But if the workmen were to say today to 
their employers, “If.we ele-t our Democratic 
free trade candidates, including Clevetand, and 
they abolish all protection as they are pledged 
to Go we will work for you for substantially 
the same wages that are paid in Europe,” and 
if the manufacturers were to be assured that 
they could get their raw materials as cheaply 
as their Huropean rivals do, not one of them 
would lift a finger to stay the triumph of free 
trade.

WHEN EMPLOYES RESIGN THEIR SITUA- 
TIONS. 

The 12,000 men employed at the Carzegie 
mills in Pittsburg quit work Thursday. They 
did not strike because they wanted higher 
wages and had been refused them, or because 
they had been asked to take lower wages and 
had refused to accept them. Their action can- 
not be called a strike so much asa walkout, 
occasioned by their sympathy with the strik- 
ers at Homestead. The men in the Pittsburg 
miils decided that they would not remain in 
the employ of a corporation which had acted 
badly to their fellows, as they thought the 
Carnegie one had done. 

In throwing up their places thus the men 
acted strictly within their legal rights. It is 
not claimed that they had bound themselves 
by contract to work for a specified length of 
time or to give so many days’ notice of their 
intention to quit. If they had made such 
agreements, and if theiremployers had made 
reciprocal ones, and either side had broken 
the agreement, then the injured party would 
have redress in court. But it seems there 
were no contracts, There wasa moral obliga- 
tion on the company not to dismiss without 
cause and from mere caprice men who had 
done faithful work in its employ. | 

Every man has a right to refuse to work. for 
an employer he dislikes. The people in the 
Carnegie mills at Pittsburg have exercised 
that rigat. By domgsothey have given up 
their jobs in those mills, To use a more dig- 
nified phrase they have “ resigned their situ- 
ations.”” They have forfeited thereby those 
rights which Senator Palmer said they pos- 
sessed—*“ the right to continuous employment, 
dependent not upon the will alone of the em- 
ployer, but dependent upon the good conduct 
of the employés,”” 

Said the Senator: ‘* You must give to the 
**y ter, if you. mean that he shall be independ- 
“ent, a fixity of employment so that he 
“may defy the employer and say 
“to him, ‘my tenure depends - not 
“upon my vote, but upon my good be- 
** havior, my fidelity, my honesty, and my in- 
“* dustry.’ ”’ This is idle talk, for fixity of tenure 
of land is a different thing from fixity of 
tenure of employment; but even the Senator 
does not go so far as to say that after the 
tenant has thrown up his lease and moved out 
he has any rights left in the property. The 
Senator is too good a lawyer to assert that 
after Carnegie’s hands at Pittsburg have left 
voluntarily, without any dispute between the 
company and themselves, they have anything 
to say as to how the mills shall thereafter be 
managed or have a right to say that nobody 
shall take the places they have vacated and 
w. rk for the company they do not like, and 
that those places must be left empty for them 
to return to in case they change their minds 
in the future and want to go back. 

It has been pretty well hammered into the 
powerful English trades unions by the courts 
that they have a right to ask non-union men 
not to take the places they have abandoned be- ¢ 
cause of a strike, but that they have no right 
to mob orkil] them for filling vacated situa- 
tions. The doctrine that a man can resign 
his positidn and then knock down and club 
the man who accepts the vacant place meets 
with no countenance in England. 

The 12,000 men have left the Carnegie mills 
at Pittsburg of their own free wilil. They 
have been deprived of no rights, not even of 
any of the novel and extensive ones which the 
Senator from Illinois says they ought to have. 
Consequently, if they have any respect for the 
laws of the country, they will allow their late 
employers to hire new men if they can with- 
out any interference on their part, while they 
themselves seek work elsewhere froin more 
satisfactory employers, If. they are wise,they 
will not stand around the mills with clubs to 
pound any_person who says that he is willing 
to work there for the company even if it did 
have trouble with its hands at Homestead. 
The law forbids such practices and no (C9n- 
gressional demagogue has gone so far as to 
defend them. : 


THE STOCK OF TREASURY GOLD. 

It was stated in a New York dispatch in yes- 
terday’s paper that the amount of “ free 
gold ’’ in the Treasury did not exceed $10,000,- 
000, This statement was calculated to mis- 
lead, because there is a hundred millions ad- 
ditional, which is held as a reserve for the re- 
demption of greenbacks. The total amount 
of gold in the Treasury, over and above what 
is held for the redemption of gold certificates, 
is $110,000,000. That might be too small a 
quantity if a great and sudden demand for 
gold should occur, as it might trench on the 
one huudred million reserve. If that were to 
happen the Treasury Department would prob- 
ably offer 4 per cent bonds for gold to 
make good and keep good that reserve—as it 
is claimed that it has a legal right to do, 

But the first thing that should be done is to 
repeal that portion of the law of 1890. which 
provides for the monthly purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver and the addition of something 
over four millions to the volume of Treasury 
notes. The next thing todo is to ake the 
seventy-five millions of bar silver in the 
Treasury availavle for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes by giving the government the 
option of paying their holders in gold or in 
silver bullion at its gold valve. No one has 
advanced any argumént against the wisdow 
of doing it, and yet na one seems to be mov- 
ing in the matter in its favor, Is it the in- 
tention of Congress| to adjourn and leave 
these questions to take care of themselves 
until December? The free silver men say 
they want to repeal the law of 1890. ‘he auti- 
free silver men would like to repeal it in 
whole or part. And yet it looks as if among 
them they would do nothing.

Lowpox, July 15.—When the announcement 
of yesterday’s pollings had been concluded 
this afternoon the entire Unionist member- 
ship of the new House of Commons numbered 
just 300, The opposition at the same time 
mustered 317. The Unionist vote consists of 
259 Tories and 41 dissentient Liberals. The 
opposition is made up of 250 English, 
Welsh, and Scotch Liberals (including 
3  Laborites), 59 anti-Parnellites, and 
8 Parnellites, The net. gain of seats for 
the opposition, that is to say for the Liberals 
of all shades, thus far has been fifty-six. 
Thirty-four of these were nevessary to wipe 
out the Tory majority of sixty-eight at the 
close of the last Parliament. [here ure there- 
fore twenty-two gains to spare, making forty- 
four votes in a division. This means that 
should the Liberals win in the constituencies 
where the pollings are yet to be announced, 
and which they held in the last Parliament, 
the opposition will have forty-four majority 
in the next House of Commons over the 
Tories and Unionist-Liberals combined. 

The Liberals are almost certain not only 
to win the seats they held until the dissolu- 
tion, but there is no doubt they will make 
some gains. Five are conficently counted on. 
This would bring the opposition majority up 
to fifty-four, It cannot fall below fifty. In 
this majority the Parnellites will count eight 
votes and the Laborites three. With the ‘ex- 
ception of the two Redmonds and Tim Har- 
rington the Parnellites are in as hearty ac- 
cord with the English Gladstonians as the 
anti-Parnellites are. Keir -Hardie, the new 
member for West Ham, is the only one of the 
Laborites whose Liberal orthodoxy is doubt- 
ed. Mr. Gladstone under the circumstances 
can count on a compact working majority of 
more than forty. This is as good as a ma- 
jority of 100 for all practical. political pur- 


poses. 

The announcement today of yesterday’s 

ollings showed two Liberal gains and one

Scotland has done splendidly during the 
last two days, compensating for the previous 
eight days, and causing English Liberals in 
their gratitude to forget the slight put upon 
the Grand Old Man in Midlothian last Tues- 
day.

When Mr. Maguire 
entered Parliament he was considered quite 
an‘acquisition by the Irish Home Rulers. He 
is a nephew of the Episcopal Bishop of Derry, 
an Oxford graduate, and a millionaire at 35 
through his own enterprise. He is a partner 
of Cecil Rhodes in the South African 
diamond mining enterprises, and is withal 
a rather successful young man. Entering 
Parliament under the personal auspices of 
Mr. Parnell he stood loyally by him until the 
end. But he has indulged in no denunciations 
of the majority of the Irish party. The elec- 
tion at this junc!ure of Mr. Maguire by a di- 
vision of the county which struck the first 
blow in Ireland for Catholic emancipation is 
most significant. The Gladstonians can point 
to it as showing that in politics the Irish peas- 
ant is no bigot. ca 

In‘eight other elections held in Ireland to- 
day the anti-Parnellite majorities were quite 
liberal. The smallest was in North Meath, 
where Michael Davitt was elected by 408 over 
Pierce Mahony, one of the late Mr. Parnell’s 
lieutenants, Mahony, who is a Protestant 
Home-Ruler, is an able man, and his defeat 
is really regretted by the English Liberals, 
who do not consider Davitt quite a safe poli- 
tician. i :

They Cannot Be Counted for Gladstone. 
(‘SPECIAL CABLE. '! 

Lonpoy, July 15.—It is practically settled 
now that the Gladstonian majority in the new 
House will be between fifty and fifty-eight. 
The official party estimates put it at fifty-six, 
and nothing but wildly improbable gains or 
losses in the limited number of constituencies 
still out can much alter this. Assuming it at 
fifty-six, and allowing the Parnellites -their 
apparent maximum of nine, they may be able 
by mutiny to lessen this majority to thirty- 
éight. 

It is interesting to note that in all computa- 
tions of parties the Parnelilites are 
ranked with the Liberals and counted on to 
make their majority. Thisis an anomalous 
position for a faction which has been work- 
ing solely in theinterest of the Tories, has been 
pease by thousands of Tory votes, and in at 
east a dozen cases must have had their elec- 
tion expenses paid by Tories. 

The charge was publicly made in Dublin 
Wednesday that there were fourteen of these 
cases, and it is certainly difficult to explain the 
financial side of about that number of Par- 
nellite candidatures on any other hypothesis. I 
have taken the pains to’ collate the election 
figures thus far furnished by Ireland, with 
some curious results. Without refe#ence to 
today’s polls there have been 55 contests in 
Ireland. In each of these the Nationalists 
had to ran a candidate, bear the electoral ex- 
penses, make the fight, with all which that in- 
volves in the disuvosition of speakers and the 
scattering of energy. The Tories and Par- 
ed to divide the task of the op- 
position equitably between them. There were 
only ten divisions where the Tories and Par- 
nellites both had candidates. Of the remain- 
iug forty-five the Parnellites contested twenty- 
five and the Tories twenty, and in each thetwo 
factions voted together, under whichever 
party label happened to be in use. 

This renders it difficult to get at the exact 
dimensions of either member of the partner- 
ship, for it is demonstrable that some 6,000 or 
6,000 ‘Tories voted for Parnellite nominees, 
and itislikely that the Tory candidates in 
various close divisions received even larger 
help from the Parnellites. Bearing all this in 
mind, the figures are most suggestive. The 
fifty-five Nationalist candidates polled a total 
vote of 150,729, or an average of 2,470 to 
each constituency. Counting every vote cast 
for the sixty-five Tory and Parnellite candi 
dates in these sarne constituencies, the grand 
total of the opposition only reaches 108,015, or 
an average per district of 1,964, and an aver- 
age per candidate of 1,661. This opposition, 
when resolved as nearly as possible into frac- 
tional halves, shows even worse for the Par- 
nellites. Their thirty-five candidates polled a 
total of 53,516, or an average of 1,529, while 
ar i Tories pilea up 54,499, or an average 
of 1,817. 

One gets an idea of how localized this op- 
position strength is, moreover, by the fact 
that the Nationalists polled over 2,000 votes in 
each of forty-three divisions, while the Tories 
did this only in twelve and: the Parnellites in 
nine. These figures,’ as a whole, showed 
&fresh two facts that have been insisted upon 
in these dispatches, perhaps at undue Jength, 
foreighteen months: That Parnellites have 
no hold on Irelatid at large, but exist only in 
a few centers of either physical force, tradi- 
tions, or powerful local teadership, and that 
these leaders have been using it strictly for 
their own purposes and as a tender to the Tory 
machine. 

These are no strange developments in Irish 
political history; the strangeness comes in 
with the fact that scores of thousands of Irish- 
men in America should allow these cheeky 
-gpagioane Da make such complete fools of 
them. 

The politician® are talking more over 
Cabinet problemis than campaign prospects. 
It is certain that both Gladstone and Morley 
will be stoutly opposed. when they offer them. 
selves for reélection on taking office, and the 
danger to the leader’s health in the first case 
and the moral certainty that Morley will be 
beaten in Newcastle in the second tend to 
sober the Liberals in the contemplation of 
their victory.

CHILE’S NATIONAL FINANCES, 


Congress Recommended to Authorize the 
President to Issue Bonds. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Vartparatso, July 15.—An inspection of the 
accounts of the National Bank under the Bal- 
maceda management has brought to light the 
fact that Maurice Hovey, ex-correspondent 
of the 7imes, obtained a draft for £350 from 
Wicks, the ex-manager of the bank.’ The 
Times allowed the draft to be protested. 
Hovey obtained the money through the friend- 
ship of Admiral Viel, intendant at Valparaiso 
under the administration of the late President 
Balmaceda. 

The Finance committee submitted a report 
recommending that Congress authorize the 
President to issue bonds amounting to 
£1,800,000 for sale in Chile and Europe. In- 
terest on these bonds is not to ex 5 per 
cent per annum, and a sinking fund amount- 
ing to 2 per cent is to be provided. Interest 
on the loan will be payable in Santiago, Lon- 
don, Paris, or Berlin at the option of the hold- 
ers, and the bonds are to be secured 
by sums paid for export duties on 
nitrates and iodine. The President is 
authorized to inmcrease the amount to 
be applied in the payments from the nitrate 
funds if that should bepome necessary. 
Should the bonds not be taker the President 
is authorized to arrange fora loan, with the 
maximum of 6 per cent interest, the sum 
realized to be devoted to the extinguishing of 
the present floating debt of £1,800,000, 

There is considerable excitenient at Iquique 
relative to the speeches of Eduardo and Matte 
and Minister McIves upon the regulation of 
the nitrate combine.

EIGHTEEN DEATHS FROM CHOLERA. 


Situation in France Is Serious—Black 
Small-Pox Among Russian Troops. 

Panis, July 15.—There were four deaths 
yesterday at St. Denis from the epidemic of 
cholerine. At Aubervilliers there were four- 
teen deaths from the disease. 

Lonpon, July 15.—The authorities in White 
Hall regard the state of affairs in Paris with 
the gravest suspicion. The urgency of the 
situation is accentuated by the fact that the 
issue Of French official records ceased three 
weeks ago. 

The reports of the cholera received from 
Eastern Europe are also disquieting. The in- 
tended holding of the great fair at Nijni-Nov- 
gorod is regarded as a serious matter, tending 
to the widespread diffusion of the epidemic. 

Sr. Pererssure, July 15.—Black small-pox 
is epidemic among troops in the great camp at 
Krasnee-Szele, eighteen miles southeast of 
St. Petersburg. | 

An official cholera report issued yesterday 
shows that July 8 and 9 there were 49% new 
cases of the disease and 139 deaths throughout 
all the Russian districts affected. The heavi- 
est mortality at any single place was at Baku, 
where there were sixty-two deaths. While 
there were 191 new cases in Astrakhan there 
were only thirty-two deaths there. Ali the 
private schoo)s in the Caucasus will be closed 
owing to the prevalence of cholera.

I have been attending the convention of the 
Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor 
in New York and been reading a great deal of 
the warlike times in Homestead.

I wanted to study 
the matter to see what ok ype there 
might be for bringing capital and labor to- 
gether. It is a question which should 
interest erery one and 4a uestion 
which, Christianity and civilization demand 
shail be solved.

After spending. half a day in Homestead 
Bishop. Fallows returned to Pittsburg, whence 
he will return to Chicago tonight. 

Among the Strikers. 

No effort has yet been made to gather up 
and turn over the captured Winchester rifles, 
of which nearly 200 are still in the town to- 
gether with a large amount of Pinkerton am- 
munition. Mr. O’Donnell has refused to 
make public the reply of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Pennsylvania to his request for 
advice as to what should be done 
with the guns, although it is known that a re- 
ply has been received. ‘he advisory commit- 
tee is anxious to get md of the weapons, but 
there seems to be some doubt about the legal 
_ aspect of the case, and it is said they are now 
waiting for counsel’s opinion. There seems 
to be some doubt as to the legal responsibility 
which would be incurred by any person turn- 
ing them over. 

Gen. Snowden has been making a quiet in- 

vestigation into the actual armament of the 
strikers. It is believed that there are in 
Homestead about 2,000 stand of arms of all 
sorts, includimg shotguns, old army 
muskets, sporting rifles, and Winchesters, 
which belong to the men, and which cannot, 
save in the case of actual hostilities, be taken 
away from them. Besides these are the cap- 
tured Pinkerton guns and a great many re- 
volvers of all patterns. Ammunition is much 
more scarce than weapons. This is a differ- 
ence in caliber between the Pinkerton guns 
and the others, which makes many of the 
cartridges unavailable. 
_ Since the soldiers have been confined to the 
camp there -has been a marked change in the 
feeling between the town and the mill, the 
sentiment on both sides being decidedly 
more unfriendly than it was at first. Gen, 
Snowden comes in for the’most criticism. In 
this connection the strike at the Frick Hotel 
indicates ‘the general feeling. Although 
Gen. Snowden was but part of the grievance 
of the young women, the mah against whoin 
the anger of the boycotting girls was chiefly 
directed was Manager Potter, who has again 
taken up his permanent residence in Home- 
stead. A new force of waiters was speedily 
found, and ata rather late dinner everybody 
coming to the hotel, including the distinguished 
commander of the forces, was served.

A grave question now asserts itself. The 
conference between the Manufacturers’ com- 
mittee and the Amalgamated Association is 
still being continued. While not made pub- 
lic by the Mawufacturers’ committee, there 
‘ are reports current that the action of Uarne- 
gie’s union mulls men will be commented 
upon and considered with more aitention than 
any action of the Amalgamated Association in 
its past history, so far as the annual scale is 
concern 

M. Byers, a member of the Manufacturers’ 
Conference commitee, was seen this morning. 
He said: ‘I can see no other object in view 
by the men than to use such as a club on Mr. 
Carnegie and his massed interests. Whatever 
may be the outcome it will prove a detriment 
to the Amalgamated Association.”’ 

Secretary Lovejoy of the Carnegie Steel 
company today said: 

“If those men who quit yesterday think 
they can strike and go in and out of our prop- 
erty and go to work when they please and quit 
when they please they are very much mis- 
taken. They will not be permitted to 
go back till the company says so, nor will 
they go back under the same terms and con- 
ditions. They broke the contract they had 
with us and a new one will have to be made 
before they can work for us. This is their 
own doing, and having broken the contract 
we propose to say when and under what 


terms they shali return. If they wait, as 
they say they will, till we agree 
to a conference with the Amalga- 


mated men at Homestead, they will have a 
long wait for such a conference to take place. 
The mills will remain idle till we get ready to 
start them, when we will do so. can state 
positively that within a week we can get 
= men to ryn full every department of 
the Union Mills, as well as the Homestead 
p!ant, and we could do this if we so desired, but 
we will not start full. When we get ready we 
will start with enough mento run the mill and 
give our old men a last opportunity to return 
to work. We pence them and they prefer to 
work for us. I know what I am talking about 
when I say two-thirds of our Homestead men 
will return to work when we get ready. We 
will post no notices, as we had at tirst intend- 
ed, but when the proper time comes we will 
communicate with our old men, and antici- 
pate no trouble in securing at least two-thirds 
of them.”’ 

‘ In discussing the situation today Hugh 
O’Donnell said: ** We will fight this strike out 
on itimate lines; onthe original plan 
mapped. out by the committee. The Pinker- 
ton incident has put a false complexion on 
affairs and changed the channel! of the public’s 
estimation of our rights and wrougs. 
Many peoplé think we intend endeavor- 
i to maintain our position, by law- 
less means. Such never was our 
intention. The workman’s only effective 
weapon, the boycott, will be employed, and 
we will endeavor to strike a blow at Carnegie’s 
every industry. It is stated t he intends 
starving us into submission. 
much money as he, but we are willing 
to meet him on his own grounds, 
Such assistance as the strike of the 
Lawrenceville mills and the action of 
carpenters in refusing to work in buildings 
where Carnegie beams or materials are used 
is what we want.

HE CALLS IT TREASON. 


Powderly Asks for the Punishment of the 
Men Importing the Pinkertons. 

Scranton, Pa., July 15.—General Master 
Workman Powderly has addressed a letter to 
President Harrison and another to Gov. Patti- 
son, calling attention to the fact that the laws 
of the United States and of Pennsylvania have 
been violated by the invasion of the Pinker- 


tons July 6. i 

In his letter to the President Mr. Powderly 
points out that an armed body sailing under 
the United States flag and not acting under 
the legal authority of the State or any county 
or municipality had comeup the Monongahela 
River and operied fire tpon the citizens of 
Homestead, killing a number of persons. Mr. 
Powderly says that whoever usurped the func- 
tions of the Commander in Chief of the Army 
of the United States in ordering these men to 
invade Pennsylvania is guilty of treason and 
should ¥e punished accordingly, and he there- 
fore asks for an investigation. 

In his letter to the Governor he points out 
the illegality of the Pinkertons. in operating 
as an armed body without the Governor’s per- 
mission, and asks that steps be immediately 
taken to effect their punishment. He goes 
over the same points covered ih his letter to 
the President and asserts the constitutional 
right of the workinen at Homestead to defend 
themselves against an unauthorized body of 
artined men. Treason to the State, he main- 
tains, has been committed by Mr. Frick and 
Robert Pinkerton, who alone were responsi- 
bie for bringing in the armed men, and he 
asks that the punishment fixed by law be 
meted out to the transgressors. _ 

Another point of Mr. Powderly is that as 
the armed men came altogether from outside 
the State, and as such could not hold offices, 
they could not be sworn in as deputies. 


OATES ON THE SITUATION. 


He Does Not Encourage the Attempt to 
Make Political Capital of the Strike. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 15,—[Special. |— 
Chairman Oates of the Homestead Investigat- 
ing committee does not encourage his Demo- 
cratic colleagues in the belief that they can 
make party capital out of the lock-out. He 
comments with something liké wonderment 
on the prosperous workingmen and the wages 
paid. In an interview Mr. Oates says: 

“‘T think that we got all the facts of the 
case and went down to the bottom of the 
matter. It will not take long to prepare the 
report. The greatest delay will be in getting 
the stenographer notes out, there being so 
much testimony. 

**Weexamined Mr, Frick and his Superin- 
tendent and Mr. O’Donnell and a number of 
the workmen. Frickis a-remarkably cunning 
fellow and is a great manager. He has one 
of the brightest lawyers 1 havé met to advise 
him. The leaders of the workmen are men 
of intelligence and capacity, and, take the 
workmen as a body, they are the best set of 
workingmen I have ever come across. The 
contentiou.is not one between ignorance and 
power. It is aconflict of sttong men, the 
workinen being keen; intelligent, and always 
wide awake. | 

**'The man who goes to Homestead with an 
idea that he is go.ng to find a Jot of ragged, 
half-starved, and ignorant strikers will have a 
great surprise before him. It is a revelation 
in the way of a community of workingmen. 
They are men of thought -and action and of 
independence. They have their homes, and 
the skilled workmen earn from $65 to $275 a 
month. The common laborers get from $1 to 
$1.50 a day. It is not a poverty-stricken com- 
munity, you may imagine. But for this un- 
fortunate disagreement between the workmen 
and the employers the situation at Homestead 
would be good. | 

‘*Mr. Frick insists that the reduction of 

wages is made necessary because of the re- 
duction in the price of steel billets. The 
workmen declare that the reduction 1s un- 
necessary and that the only putpose of it is to 
put more movey into the pockets of the com- 
pany. Mr. Frick'declined to tell the commit- 
tee whatit costs a ton to produce the steel 
billets. 
_ * In this contest neither side 1s acting on 
impulse. They are deliberate and guided by 
intelligence and it is the mectimg of two great 
forces.”’ | 

‘* How do you think it will end?” 

“You know how these things-end fgener- 
ally. Lawand order must be vindicated in 
the long run, even if there is acontlict be- 
tween the statutes and the équities of the 


case.’’ 
* Do you think there will be further 


trouble?’”’ 

“Yes; yes. Ido. I think there is bound to 
be more blood shed, and probably a great 
deal of it. The workmen know what they are 
doing, and are acting upon their calm judg- 
ment as far as the leadership is concerned. 
But they are the most deterthined men you 
ever saw. They do not claim to have the 
right of law with them, but insist that 
they are worally right and will hold to 
their position. Ithink the Carnegie people 
intend to open their works with non-union 
men. They will do this under the protection 
of the militia ana will, I suppdése, arm their 
men, As soon as the troops have been. with- 
drawn the strikers will, I believe, attempt to 
prevent the mills bemg run by gon-union 
men. There will then be a tight, believe, a 
desperate ight and a great deal of blood shed.

ARGUED ON THE CHANGE OF VENUE. 


Points Brought Out by Each Side—An 
Offer to Bet on the Result. 

Laramiz, Wyo., July -15.—[Special. |—Ac- 
cording to agrement between counsel there 
were but four speeches made today on the ap- 
plication of the cattlemen for a change of 
venue from Johnson County. These aver- 
aged an hour each, those for the defense be- 
ing made by Judge Brown and Judge Vande- 
wenter and those for the prosecution by Judge 
Ballard and Judge Davidson.

inal cause to a county where there is no preju- 
dice, but where the objections of that charac- 
‘ter are of the least weight andeffect. At 
the conclusion of the arguments the 
court stated that he would endeavor 
to reach a decision regarding the 
application by Monday or as soon as possibie 
thereafter in order that preparations for the 
trial might follow speedily. All of the forty- 
three defendants were then taken to the hall 
where they are quarte 

A sensational piece of news came to light 
this evening after court had adjourned. It 
had-been noticed during the day that H. L. 
Parker, one of the defendants, was in charge 
of a special guard who would not permit him 
to speak to anyone after court adjourned. 
Parker was taken to the judge’s room in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Roles of Johnson 
county and accompanied by the lawyers, All 
other parties were excluded. It appears from 
subsequent events that the Judge this morn- 
ing heard that Parker had offered to bet 
$1,000 to $1 that the case would be tried in 
Cheyenne, and it is also stated that he said he 
‘had a “tip” to that effect. This was too 
much for the judicial ermine, and Parker was 
at wnce ordered under close guard. When 
confronted with the charge in the Judge’s 


chamber this evening it is understood 
that he denied the charge as

DR. GAPEN THINKS IT THE BEST 
FUEL TO CONSUME GARBAGE. 


Says Ordinary Crematories Have Prac- 
tically Proved Failures—The Reason 
Given Is That a Mere Bed of Coals Is 
Furnished Which Does Little More than 
Cook the Refuse—Suggestions Made to 
the Authorities of Chicago—Health 
Commissioner Should Be an Autocrat. 


Dr. Clarke Gapen, Commissioner of Health 
of Omaha, returning from.an official mission 
of investigations throughout the East relative 
to the best method of disposmg of garbage 
and waste, was at the Great Northern Hotel 
yesterday. The doctor (formerly Professor 
of Medical Jurisprudence in the University of 
Wisconsin, a man whose wisdom as a medico- 
legal counselor has for years been in con- 
stant demand in connection with nearly every 
important case where a high order of special 
learning in hisline has been required) has 
long made an exhaustive study of sanitation. 
To a representative of Tar Trrsusk& Dr.Gapen 
talked interestingly and instructively of the 
present situation in Chicago relative to the 
disposition of garbage and waste. 

‘*A subject which has occasioned - sanitary 
officials more annoyance than all others put 
together is the disposition of garbage and 
waste,” said he. ‘ No easy and simple solu- 
tion of the problem has as yet been reached. 
In Omaha it was dumped into the Missouri 
River, and it seemed to affect that far from 
pellucid stream but little. The recent re- 
searches of Drowne, Pettinkoffer, and others 
relative to water bacteria have shown that 
these little creatures possess a wonderful pow- 
er of consuming and rendering innocuous the 
substances thrown into a stream. Chicago is 
so situated, however, as to make this method 
of disposing of garbage and waste entirely im- 
practicable. The question then becomes one 
not only of great complexity but of great im- 
portance, owing to the magnitude of the city, 
its level surface and, above all, the indisposi- 
tion of all American populaces to db anything 
as individuals to prevent the accuniulation of 
waste. The household crematory, the kitchen 
stove, can be so utilized as to be-.the best 
method of preventing such accumulations, and 
I know many households wherein there is

‘ever apy accumulation of garbage or waste. 


But this means attention and pains on the 
part of the cook or housewife, and 
it is probably hopeless ever to expect domes- 
tic incineration to become so general as to 
prevent such accumulations. What, then, is to 
be the solution? S 
Crematories Not Successful. 

**We ever and anon see in the newspapers 
accounts of the wonderful results of the gar- 
bage crematory. But the fact remains that it 
has but comparatively rarely been & success, 
either from a practical or financial point of 
view. Crematories have. almost universally 
been abandoned after a short period of use, 
because too expensive and too limited in their 
application. The best of these is | probably 
the Mertz or Vienna system, uow in operation 
in St. Paul, St. Louis, and some other cities, 
which converts the substances into distilled 
water, gases which are burned under the boil- 
ers, oils, and fertilizing materials, which are 
sold. There being but little demand for fer- 
tilizing materials in the West, the proportion- 
ately small product of oil is the only salable 
output. The result is that a large annual 
deficit has to be paid by the city, and the proc- 
ess is for that reason sooner or later aban- 
doned. The ordinary crematory is the sim- 
plest and least expensive to operate, but has 
never been a success when ordinary fuel, as 
coal or wood, is used. These crematories have, 
however, been successful from every point ot 
view when natural gas can be used, as at 
Pittsburg and some other places. This leads 
me to the opinion that either the useof natural 
or fuel gas is to be the solution of the problem. 

“Gas diffuses itself through the mass and 
burns in every part, while other fuels, as coal 
or wood, only make a bed of fire with which 
only asmall part of the mass is in contact. It 
is, moreover, now well known that in burning 
coal or other combustible substancés in a fur- 
nace or stove we get only a small part, say 
one tenth, of the heat units contained in the 
burning substance, That is to say, when one 
burns ten tons of coal during a winter in heat- 
ing his house he actually gets : the 
heat of about one ton, the other nine 
tons going up the flue or being wasted in the 
crude machine used for ¢onverting the fuel 
into heat. In the use of gas asa fuel this 
proportion of available heat is greatly in- 
creased, as much as one-third or one-half the 
heat units being obtained. The néxt decade 
or so will probably see the coal wagon abol- 
ished in cities and all heating dong either di- 
rectly or indirectly by means of gas. 

Cheap Fuel Gas Possible, 


“ Of course natural gas is not within reach 
of Chicago, but there are numerous processes 
for making cheap fuel gas—the gas tanging in 
cost .from 5to 12 cents per 1,000 eubic feet. 
I have recently given this particular branch of 
the subject a great deal Of attention, making 
it a special point during my researches 
throughout the East. I examined nearly all 
these processes. There were at the tiine I 
examined them 199 such patents. I can, per- 
haps, best explain wnat I mean by a descrip- 
tion of a plant which I saw in operation at 
Marysville, Ky., and which is the invention of 
W.H. Harris. The gas was made of coal, 
steam, and crude petroleum and cost at 
Marysville less than five cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet fora good quality of fuel gas—and you 
must know there are qualities in gas as well 
as in silk. Moreover, the machine for making 
it was compuratively simple and inexpensive. 
For example, a plant with a capacity of 
2,000,000 feet per day on the ordinary 
plan would cost in excess of $100,000, while a 
plant on this plan, capable of 2,000,000 feet 
per day, can be built at a cost of $15,000 or 
$20,000. That which I saw had a capacity of 
about 1,200,000 feet and cost only $10,000. 

Numerous analyses of the gas were made by 
experts under my supervision, and I found it 
always a good quality of fuel gas.

TURNED INTO SHEEP YARDS. 


The “Q.” Gravel Pits Near Aurora to Be 
 Utilized—Will Occupy Twenty Acres. 

Avrora, I)., July 15.—[ Special. |—The Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railway com- 
pany, having practically exhausted the gravel 
in its gravel beds south of Aurora, is ar- 
ranging to build sheep yards in the pit. The 
yards and pens will cover fifteen or twenty 
acres. All of the sheep from the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy and Chicago, Burling- 
ton aud Northern lines will be unloaded here, 
and prepared for market and shipped to Chi- 
cago a$ wanted. 


Decisions by the Commissioners, 

The Commissioners of the Western Pas- 
senger Association promulgated yesterday a 
number of decisions on questionsof disa- 
greement by the different Western agsocia- 
tions. In the matter of a proposition to es- 
tablish a rate of 15 cents on oil, Chicago to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis via the Albert Lea 
route, they decided that such action would 
have the effect of reducing the rate at various 
lowa points and breaking down the _adjust- 
ment ecreed upon last ==February, 
and for the ce reasons the application is de- 
nied, Rerarding the question as_ to 
what assuviation has jurisdiction in the estab- 
lishinent of passenger rates from common 
points in Montana to points on the Pacific 
coast, the Commissioners assign jurisdiction 
to the Transcontinental Association. In the 
matter of the proposition for the establish- 
ment of a rate of 1744 cents per 100 pounds on 
structural iron, from Lake Superior points to 
Chicago and Milwaukee, the Commissioners 
do not feel warranted in giving assent to the 
proposition presented. other decisions 
were ot no special interest to the public.

Wasutneton, D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
Supporters of anti-option fegislation had a 
conference today and detided that their meas- 
ure must be pressed to a vote this session. 

The longing for an early adjournment had 
caused some of the Senators to favor a plan 
of discussing the bill for a few days and then 
making it a special order for next December. 
Under such an arrangenient there would have 
been no chance of the Senate escaping a vote, 
but individual Senators|would have had sev- 
eral months in which to debate with them- 
selves the merits of the législation. 

The pressure for legislation, however, was 
too great to be ignored. | It was decided that 
as soon as the appropriation bills are out of 
the way Senator Washburn should have the 
measure called up and insist on keeping it 
until a vote was had. ‘The claim 1s made that 
a canvass shows a majority of Senators who 
will vote against any adjournment resolution 
until the Senate has voted on anti-option. 

Whether this is true or not the prospect for 
an early adjournment is not so good as it was 
yesterday. The Sundry Civil bill cannot get 
into conference till the middle of next week 
and that means a delay of fully a week in ad- 
journing. The Senate itself will not want 
much time for debating any of the confer- 
ence reports. It Jeaves the appropriations 
largely to its conferrees.| The House is differ- 
ent, and sometimes takes/up two or three days 
in emphasizing its attitude on some important 
question of disagreement. 

Therefore, while the Senate will’ be in ses- 
sion, there will be nothing to keep it from 
filling in its time with anti-option talk. 


DILEMMA OF THE ECONOMISTS, 


They Must Resist a Cut or See Their Rela- 


tives Out of a Job. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 15.—/ Special. ]—

The present House, with all 
its pretenses of economy, gave him nearly 
everything he asked. Objector Holman.for 
many years founda berth for his son in the 
Geological Survey. | 

The Senate Appropriation committee only 
increased the appropriation for this survey 
about $47,000. . Yesterday the Senate did 
something almost unknown “n upsetting this 
powerful committee. Under the lead of Wol- 
cott, Carey, Pettigrew, and other Western 
Senators it cut down the appropriation for 
the Geological Survey by $226,000, This was a 
saving of $180,000 on the bill as it came from 

House. 

lt wus asad time fot Watchdog Cockrell, 
Vilas; Coke, Kenna, and other Democratic 
Senators, who will sit up all night to cut off 
$100 from some needful object, but who will 
give the Geological Survey allit asks so long 
as their surplus relatives are provided with 
good places. They all ¢ame totime and vot- 
ed against the reduction, but they were not 
strong enough. The Western Senators car- 
ried it through by a safe majority. 

The reductions now go into conference. The 
economists of the House, whose relatives are 
eared for by Maj. Powell’s thoughtfulness, 
will try to sneak back the amounts originally 
appropriated. A net saving of $180,000 in 
these days of parsimony under the name of 
economy is not to be overlooked. The West- 
ern Senators say that they will hold a major- 
itYand insist on their ¢onferrees making the 
House accept the Senate amendments. 


CHANCE FOR AMERICANS, 


The United States Consul at Singapore 
Writes 6f Some Neglected Opportunities. 
Wasuinaton, D. C.,) July 15.—/ Special. |— 

There is a chance for an enterprising Aineri- 

can business firtn at Smgapore, in the Straits 

Settlements, and Consul Wildman at that post 

is enthusiastic over the outlook for such an 

undertaking. in a cdmmunication received 
at the Department of State the representative 
of the United States at Singapore says: 

in past dispatches on ‘the trade of the Straits 
Settlements 1 have several times calléd attention 
to the fact that in my estimation, there was an 
opening for a first-class Americanfimporting and 
exporting firm at Singapore. A latge number of 
letters from American fitms have come to hand 
since asking as to the advisability of embarking 
sunfs all the way from $5,000 to $39,000 in this or 
that. commercial undertaking. In former dis- 
patches I did not intend to intimate that the or- 
dinary retail trade of this colony was not well 
covered by local firms. Infact l think it over- 
done. It was the one branch of wholesaie export- 
ing and importing that [ referred to, and such a 
firm started by American capital and enterprise 
must be on the soundest and most reliable basis. 

It must command the contidence and good will 
of the leading importing firms of New York and 
Boston, otherwise it would not expect to compete 
for the American businéss with the old and well 
known English and German firms who now con- 
duct itin a most satisfactory way. In round 
numbers the direct trade of the Straits settle- 
ments withthe United States 1s $12,000,000 yearly, 
of wihtich amount the éxport to the United States 
is $10,000,000 and the import from $2,000,000. As I 
have said before all this great trade is conducted 
svlely by English and German firms. Not one Amer- 
ican tirm or American cOmmission broker is bere. It 
would seem a simplé matter for such an Ameri- 
can firm as I have suggested to almost open busi- 
ness with the assurance of handling this $12,000,- 
000 a year trade. In the first place the balance of 
trade at present is all against the United States 
in proportion of one to six. This would soon be 
corrected by an Ameérican firm. English and 
German merchants take the $10,000,000 that they 
receive from the United States and buy clothes, 
goods, machinery, and provisions in Germany and 
Great Britain. which they seli to the 1,000,000 in- 
habitants of the colohy. They buy almost noth- 
ing in the United States outside of petroleum, 
which is not a matter of choice. 

There is a large inditect trade with the United 
States that goes through London, Germany, and 
Hong Kong which is necessarily credited to these 
ports that is intended ultimately for the United 
States. Of course this)would be to a certain ex- 
tent stopped by an American house shipping di- 
rect. Indirect import trade is also large. An 
hour’s inspection of the stock of the leading re- 
tail stores in Singapord,would reveal more Ameri- 
éan goods than is shown in five years of blue 
book returns. This trade would naturally becon- 
trolled also by an American firm buying direct.

It Finishes Three Important Bills and 


Considers Some Others, 

Wasurixerton, D. C..d uly 15.—The last stage 
of legislation was crossed in the Senate today 
asto three of the principal appropriation 
bills—the Legislative, the Navy, and the Army 
—the conference reports in each of them hav- 
ing been presented and agreed to. 

Nevertheless it was found necessary to ex- 
tend for two weeks longer the joint resolution 
of June 30 to provide for such expenditures of 
the government as are hot covered by the 
bills already sent to the President. 
A suggestion was made to limit 
the time of extension to July 25, 
on the assumption that the session would be 
closed by or before that time, but Mr, Allison 
thought it wiser not to take any chances but 
to pass the joint resolution as it came from 
the House. 

Most of the day’s session was spent in the 
discussion of the Fortifications bill, particu- 
larly as to the construction of breech-loading 
rifled mortars and as to the selection of a site 
on the Pacific coast for an armory for the 
finishing and assembling of ordnance. The 
bill was finally passed, leaving only the De- 
ficiency bill unacted on by the Senate, and 
nutice was given that the bill would be taken 
up tomorrow, 

A proposition to adjourn over till Monday 
was made with the consent of the Comniittee 
on Appropriations, which wished to have the 
whole of Saturday for considering the 
Deficiency bill further in committee, but it 
was met by opposition on the part of Mr. 
Washburn, who desired to have the day de- 
voted in the Senate to the Anti#)ption bill. 
Mr. Washburn’s opposition prevailed and the 
motion to adjourn was defeated. The 
Deficiency bill, however, not the Anti-Option 


} bill, will have prefereuce. 


When the Fortifications bill was under con- 
sideration Senator Squire offered an amend- 
ment appropriating $1,000,000 for the estab- 
lishment on the Pacilic. coast of a plant for 
finishing and assembling the parts of heavy 
guns. He madean earnest speechin advocac y 
of the amenament, but it was rejected. 

Mr. Felton offered an. amendment for the 
appointment by tne President of a board of 
three officers of the ariny and three officers of 
the navy to examtre and report which is the 
most suitable site on the Pacitic coust or on 
the rivers or waters thereof for the erection of 
a plant for furnishing and assembling the 
parts of heavy guns and other ordnance and 
appropriating $2,500 for expenses of the board. 
Agreed to. ‘The bill was then reported to the 
Senate, the committee and other amendments 
agreed to, and the bill passed. Adjourned till 
tomorrow, 


SUNDRY CIVIL BILL, 


The Hous} Refuses to Concur in the Sen- 
ate Amendments, 

Wasuinecron, D. C., duly 15.—There are 
signs in the House of the approaching disso- 
lution of Congress. Had not the Sundry Civil 
bill come in to occupy attention today the 
whole time would have been consumed in 
passing unobjectionable moasures by unani- 
mous consent. The area in front of the 
Speaker’s desk was occupied by members the 
moment the clerk had finished the reading of 
the journal. Each member held aloft a favor- 
ite bill and sought to catch the Speaker’s eye. 
The fortunate one, as his measure was. being 
read, did somemissienary-work, and if his 
bill was objected to wreaked his vengeance on 
his successor. 

The Sundry Civil bill occupied almost the 
entire day. It will reach a. vote ‘Tuesday. 
Mr. Watson of Georgia asked consént for the 
consideration vf a resolution instructimg the 
Committee on Labor to inveatigate the labor 
trouble in Coeur d’Aléne, Idahw, and the con- 
duct of the Sullivan police therein, 

Mr. Pendleton of West Virginia objected 
and the resolution was referred. : 

Mr. Holman of Indiana, from the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, reported (and the 
House passed) a joint resolution extending 
temporarily until July 30, the appropriations 
of last Congress. Mr. Holman also reported 
back the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill with 
Senate amendments with a recommendation 
that all the Senate amendments be non- 
coacurredin. Mr. Holman then asked consent 
that ali the amendments (except those relat- 
ing to the World’s Fair) be non-concurred in, 
and that those (the World’s Fair) amendments 
be considered in Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. Goodnight of Kentucky objected, and 
the House then went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Lester of Georgia in the chair, for 
the purpose of considering the Senate amend- 
ments. All the amendments except those re- 
lating to the World’s Fair were read and non- 
concurred in. | 

The World’s Fair appropriation wa then 
taken up. 


RESULTS OF MEAT INSPECTION, 


It Has Added a Cent a Pound to the Value 
of American Pork, 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 15.—It is stated 
by the Department of Agriculture that the in- 
spection of meats, and especially pork, by the 
officers. of that department under the act of 
March 3, 1891, has had the effect of adding at 
least 1 cent a pound to the value of hogs 
marketed since the withdrawal of foreign pro- 
hibition which resulted from the enforcement 
of the act. The department says: 

The efficiency of the inspection is well at- 
tested by the increased price in the markets 
not only of this country but of the world of 
American meats bearing the inspection cer- 
tificate of the Departinent of Agriculture. 
Meats bearing this certificate. command half 
a vent more a pound in our own markets; and 
although the law in Great Britain does not 
exact our inspection as a prerequisite to im- 
portation the packers have advices from their 
agents in that country that the United States 
Government certificate on American pork 
adds from two to three shillings a hundred to 
its market value. The packers are in conse- 
quence urging the department to increase the 
inspection facilities so as to enable them to 
enlarge their shipments of inspected meats to 
Great Britain. 

Statistics of Homicide. 

The Census Bureau today issued an elabor- 
ate bulletin on the subject of homicide in the 
United States m 1890, It appears that of the 
82,329 prisoners in the United States, June 1, 
1890, the number charged with homicide was 
7,386, or 8.97 per cent. Omitting 35, who 
were charged with double crimes, 6,958 of 
them (or $4.65 per cent) were men and 393 
(or 5.35 per cent) were women, As to color, 
4,425 were white, 2,739 negroes, 9 Chinese, 1 
Japanese, and 92 Indians. As to the nativity 
of the 4,425 whites, 3,157 were born in the 
United States, 1,213 were foreign born, and 
the birthplace of 55 is unknown. More than 
one-half ef the fureiga born whites are un- 
naturalized. and nearly one-fifth are unable to 
speak English. 

In Favor of Owen, 

Judge Ranneils of the Department of Jus- 
tice, who was especially detailed to investi- 
gate the charges preferred by Assistant Sec- 
retary Nettleton against W. D. Owen, Com- 
missioner ot Immigration, of incompetency, 
insubordination, and general unfitness, has 
submitted his report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury.

MARKETS ARE ACTIVE 


GENERAL INCREASE IN TRADE 
DURING THE LAST WEEK. 


Crops Reports Stimulate Business Through- 
out the Country—Seasonal Briskness 
Shown with the First Movement of 
Grain—Prices Continue Firm in All 
Staples with Heavy Western Orders— 
Midsummer Dullness in Wall Street 
—General Increase in Clearing Reports. 

New York, July 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.,’s 
weekly review of trade says that crop reports 
promise results not equal to last year’s, which 
would be disastrous, but beyond expectations. 
With the decrease of only 6 per cent the wheat 
yield would be far beyond the quantity con- 
sumed and exported in any year except the 
last, and nearly equal to last year’s consuinp- 
tion and exports. The price dropped below 
84 cents, but has since been stronger. West- 
ern receipts are large, 1,800,000 bush- 
els in three days, and exports 771,000 bushels 
in the same time. Corn acreage shows a de- 
crease of 4.4 per cent and the price has 
dropped 37¢ cents during the week. Oats have 
also declined two cents, while hog products 
are stronger, pork 25 cents per barrel, and 
coffee and oil unchanged. The cotton reports 
show condition only 2 per cent below Jast 
year, andon any estimate of acreage the 
yield, with the surplus still in sight, will more 
than meet all demand fay the year. 

Boston reports good trade, with boots and 
shoes particularly active. Leather is firm and 
higher. Trade in dry-goods is increasing, 
with numerous Western orders, and manu- 
facturers are operating freely 1n wool, sales 
being 5,300,000 pounds, 

At Philadelphia there are more inquiries for 
manufactured iron. Hardware is active, gro- 
cenes slightly iraproved, and dry-goods in 
moderate demand, while wool is firm. 

At Baltin:ore exports of cattle are large and 
manufacturers make favorable reports, the 
packers especially realizing large profits. 
Window glass is fairly active at Pittsburg, 
but the iron mills generally are closed. 

Some improvement is seen in groceries at 
Cincinnati, and at Cleveland dry goods, hard- 
ware, groceries, clothing, and cloaks are act- 
ive, and trade is fair in other lines. Business 
is good for the season at Detroit, with crop 
prospects favorable. 

At Chicago, business is larger than a year 
ago in dry goods, as large in clothing and 
shoes, and collections are better, while crop 
prospects ate excellent, and business increas- 
ing. Decided improvement is ‘seen at Mil- 
waukee, and trade is good, with fine crop 
prospects at St. Paul. 

At Omaha there is great activity in grocer- 
ies, dry goods, and shoes. Business is strong 
at St. Louis, especially in building materials, 
and crop prospects are brighter. At Kansas 
City receipts of cattle and grain are good, and 
trade is satisfactory there and at Denver. 

At Louisville trade is fairly satisfactory, but 
not much improvement at Memphis, quiet at 
Montgomery, and at Atlanta good, consider- 
ing the unfavorable weather. At Savannah 
trade holds on well and money is easy. At 
New Orleans business is reasonably quiet, 
with demand for money. 

Pig-iron has been weak at the recent reduc- 
tion in price. The closing of many mills has 
greatly increased the iinmediate demand, for 
finished products, while prices are stronger, 
though contracts for future delivery are at old 
prices, and for beams the lowest ever quoted. 
Copper is weak at 1144 cents, tm lower by % 
of a cent on speculative liquidation, and lead 
weaker at 4.15 cents. 

Business is active mm dry goods for the. sea- 
son. Cottons are strong. Money markets 
are abundantly supplied. Banks have been 
refusing certificates to gold exporters, and re- 
demption of notes has drawn coin from the 
Treasury, which nevertheless holds as much 
gold as a week ago. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days num- 
ber 190. as compared with 176 last week. For 
the corresponding week of last year the fig- 
ures were 274. 


CLEARINGS OF THE WEEK, 


The Volume of Business Done by the Banks 
Shows Substantial Increase. 

New York, July 15.—The following table,

Cincrnnatt, O,, July 15.—The Jren Trade 
Review says: 

There has been no such paralysis of the iron 
market in the past as the p poner situation 
and the fortnight’s shut down of the Western 
rolling mills would indicate. The non-union mills 

it are competitors of the Carnegie and the non- 
ur.ion concerns are making the best of the present 
demand upon them and the stock at the rolling 
mills accumulated before July 1 is in fair de- 
mand. The present situation has only helped to 
call attention to the enormous consump- 
tive capacity of the country and to 
svggest that it will not require a 
long period of shortened production to relieve the 
market. There isa month’s supply of coal and 
iron in the furnace yards today, and stocks were 
about 25,000 tons less July lthan June 15. There 
have been no sales of iron ore of any moment in 
the week, and with the demand for pig iron cut 
off and the time of its resumption entirely prob- 
lematical, ore salesmen are making no effort to 
interest furnace-owners. While the cessation in 
steel works and mills is felt for the time it is 
believed that the resumption, when it comes, will 
give a stimulus to business that will make the 
season's aggregate much more than would have 
been the case had there been no interruption, 
with purchases going on in the way of the last 
six months. ) 


TO AVOID THE HATCH BILL. 


Hamburg Cotton Exchange Organized for 
That Purpose. 

New Orveans, La., July 15.—A number of 
leading operators in cotton futures were inter- 
viewed concerning the new Hamburg Cotton 
Exchange. They say the Hamburg Exchange 
has already been incorporated. The promo- 
ters of the enterprise had in view the passage 
of the Hatch bill ana for that reason alone the 
exchange was established. It was proposed 
to carry ona future business in Hamburg 
and the success of this movément 
depended s¢clely on the adoption of the Anti- 
Option bill in this country.: The Hamburg 
people are so sure that the bill forbidding 
trading in futures in the United States will 
pass that they have already sent agents to 
New York for the purpose of getting operators 
there to place orders for future delivery, and 
several firms in this city have received letters 
containing a similar request. There are no 
New Orleans cotton men connected with the 
Hamburg enterprise and few New York deal- 
ers of any promunence,

Stock in Prime Condition—Heavy Growth 
of Grass on Cattle Ranges.

BLACK MEN NOT BARRED AS WITNESSES. 


President Harrison Explains How the Term 
“White” Crept Into the Exclusion Law. 
Boston, Mass., July 15.—Regarding the 

clause in the Chinese exclusion act requiring 

that the identity of a Chinese resident must 
be established by the testimony of a credible 

‘‘white’’ witness, the foliowing letter from 

President Harrison was received by Butler R. 

Wilson, a colored lawyer of this city: 


Senator,Dolph of Oregon, who was on the con- 
ference committee that framed the modified bill, 
assured me that the use of the term “ white’’ was 
a mere slip in the -haste that characterized the 
legislation at the last, by reason of the fact that 
the expiration of previous exclusion laws was so 
near at hand. The whole scope of the legislation 
shows that there couid have been no pufpose to 
distinguish between black and white witnesses. 

I conferred with the Attorney-General upon the 
subject before signing the bill, and he agreed 
with me that the courts, 1h. view of these facts, 
especially in view of the amendments to the Von- 
stitution, would so construe this statute as to 
make no discrimination between black and white 
witnesses. In this state of the case I did not feel 
justified in withhdlding my signature from the 
bill and thus bringing all restriction upon Chi- 
nese immigration to an end.” 

I[amsure our colored people. so largely en- 
gaged in industrial pursuits, would not have de- 
sired that. Itis quite probable that an amend- 
ment or joint resolution, expressing plainly the 
intention of Congressin this connection, may be 
secured at this session. Mr. Dolph has already 
moved in the matter, as you will have noticed. 


PRISONERS BEAT A TURNKEY AND ESCAPE 


Frank Warren and Samuel Dunlith Nearly 
Kill Jailer Durkee at Elkhorn, 

Exrxuorn, Wis... July 15. — [Special.] — 
Charles Durkee, turnkey at the county jail, is 
in a critical condition, the result of an as- 
sault made upon him last night by Frank 
Warren and Samuel Dunlith, two prisoners, 
who made their escape. Warren and Dunlith 
were awaiting trial tor a burglary at White- 
water, and there was but one other prisoner 
in the jail. Tunkey Durkee had entered the 
cell-room to lock up the prisoners for the 
night, when Warren and Dunlith set upon 
him, and with an iron bar beat him into un- 
consciousness.

_ PROHIBITIVE RATES, 


Rate of Fare and Oné-Third for the Oc-_ 
tober Celebration—Trunk Lines Assert 
that None but Invited Guests and Pub- 
lic Officials Will Attend the Ceremo- 
nies—Low Rates Favored by the Santa 
Fe and /Burlington—Decisions by Com- 
missioners, 


That the railroads are determined to sand. 
bag the World’s Fair was clearly demon- 
strated by the meeting of the Columbian Pas- 
senger committee in this city yesterday. Not- 
withstanding the fact that general protest was 
made against the action of the committee at a 
previous meeting that for the opening cere- 
monies of the Exposition in this city in Octo- 
ber a rate of one fare be made from points 
beyond 350 miles of Chicago and of a fare and 
one-third from points within 350 miles of Chi- 
cago, the committee yesterday knocked out 
the one-fare rate entirely and substituted a 
rate of one and one-third fare from all 
points.’ The injustice of this action is made 
apparent when the fact is taken into consid- 
eration that heretofore for all occasions which 
were attended by 500 people or more the rail- 
roads have invariably granted a rate of one 
fare for the round trip, while for any gather- 
ing of fifty or more persons a rate of one and 
one-third fare is made. The only argument 
the railroads have to make for demanding a 
rate of one fare and a third for an occasion of 


such magnitude is that to make a lower rate* — a

VAS GOOD FOR CROPS. | 
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The Winter Wheat Harvest Is Still in 
Progress, but Somewhat ‘Delayed by 
Rains—In Some Localities Crops in 
Shock Have Been Damaged —/ Spring 
Wheat Is Heading Out anf Beginning 
to Fjll—Hot Weather Will Likely Cause 
Rust—Corn Late and Backward, 

Dwienr, Ill., "July 15,—{Spe¢ial.]|+Taking 
the surplus grain grewing areas of the North- 
west and Southwest, the week now cloging has 
been a fairly good one. It is (true we have 
had some rain which has interrupted the har- 
vest and thrashing of the winter wheat, but 
these rains have not been heavy and so far not 
of a serious nature. The weather, hpwever, 
has been cool for the season of the,year, 

though not bo eoo! as the month of July, 1891, 

during which period the maximum témpera- 

ture did not reach 90°, something nat found 
on previous records, The highest temperature 
was but 89°, and the average 71’. August and 

September, however, of that year camp to the 

rescue and the season wound up with ah excess 


- of temperature, which made us the gr¢at corn 


crop which we have been handling evér since. 

‘Tenne¢ssee reports that up. to the middle of 
this week they have had daily rains for twelve 
days, and it has been a hard matter either to 
thrash or stack, The‘crop of winter wheat 1s 
fuliy asigood if not better than the frop of 
last year. In the southern portion of ‘Ten- 
nessee Much sprouting in the shoc¥ is re- 
ported.| Farmers are disposed to sll irre- 
spective of present prices, : 

Keatucky reports that wheat has been in 
shock now about fourteen days, Thrashing 
18 in full blast. ‘The yield is better than was 
expected but hardly equal to that)of last year. 
Farmers are free sellers, having had spme ex- 
perience last season in holding over. 

In Southern Kansas about ail the winter 
wheat is now in shock. The yield is better 
than was anticipated. The average will be 
about twelve to fourteen bushels. Eastern 
Kansas reports that wheat 1s all im shock, 
some in stack, and thrashing has begun. Con- 
siderable of the wheat is badly shrunken from 
the effects of rust and wet weather early. At 
present prices wheat will move slowly. 

“Thrashing Backward in Missouri. 

Southern: Missouri reports but little thrash- 
ing done on account of rain. The yields are 
by no,means determined. There is some 
shrunken wheat in the crops that were ex- 
pected -to be strictly first class. There is a 
good deal more wheat in farmers’ hands than 
a year ago; then there was. practically none. 

In Northern Missouri about all the wheat is 
in shock and a small percentage inthe stack. 
Wheat is not turning out as well as’ was ex- 
pected, A good deal of itis of poor quality, 
grading in St. Louis No. 3 and No. 4, 

‘In Central Illinois about all the. wheat is 
now in shock, but they have had heavy rains 
this week, consequently no thrashing has been 
done. The quality seems good, perhaps bet- 
ter than last year. Farmers are so belated 
with their corn, oat, and grass crops that they 
Shardiy know whattodo with regafd to the 
disposition of their new crop of winter wheat. 
The inclination, however, seems to be to sell. 
The reserves of old wheat are _§ larger 
than they have been for several seasons. 
Southern Illinois reports that they have also 
been delayed by rains with thrashing their 
wheat. Farmers have been thrashiug from 
the shock almost universally. 

In Northern Ohio about one-half of the 
wheat is now in shock. The yield promises 
to be from fifteen to twenty bushels to the 
acres, or about two-thirds of last year’s crop. 
Peery is about the same; a little more 
smut. Reserves in farmers’ hands are a great 
deal larger than last year at this titne. In 
Southern Ohio fully two-thirds of the wheat is 
in shock today. There has not been much 
thrashing done yet. ‘The quality is very irreg. 
ular. Some fields are very gvod and some 
poor, Where the black rist struck the wheat 
it is nothing but No. 3 or 4 Whe re- 
serves are the largest for several years. 
A large proportion of the crop will be put .on 
the market at onve, as farmers think there is 
no incentive this year to hold, 

In Northern Indiana the wheat crop is now 
allin shock and thrashing has just begun. 
The indications are that there will be about 
two-thirds of last year’s in quantity, and prob- 
ably half that will grade No. 3 and the bal- 
ance No, 2. Farmers are carrying more old 
wheat than usual. -On the whole the yield in 
this portion of the State promises to be un- 
satisfactory. In Southern Indiana farmers 
had fairly commenced to thrash last week, 
but were stopped by rains, Wheat samples 
so far indicate a g yield, but 
there are numerous. reports ef smut. 
Farmers will goneraliy thrash’ out of the 
shock. There seems to be a great deal of the 
crop of 1891 yet unsold, 

Harvesting Begun in Michigan. 
_ Winter wheat harvest in Michigan bas only 
just commenced in a small way. The crop 
seems to be ripening unevenly, and there must 
necessarily be a considerable amount of No. 
3 and 4 wheat. Farmers think they will have 
from 60 to 75 per cent of an average crop. 

Reports from Central California show that 
the grain this season is generally plump. 
There is no last year’s grain on hand. Con- 
siderable already has been harvested and 
shipped to tidewater. If present freight 
rates prevail until the close of harvest there 
will be little above seed and feed grain stored. 

Minnesota reports that the spring wheat is 
not all headed out.. The wheat has an un- 
usually large growth of straw, so heavy that 
in many places a good ‘deal of it is lodged and 
blighted, and there are already indications of 
rust. The weather during the last ten days 
has generally been too hot for the wheat. The 
crop 13 about. two weeks later than usual, and 
no more rains are needed until after harvest. 
With favorable conditions harvest will com- 
mence Ang. 12 or 15. 

In North Dakota wheat is doing fairi: well, 
though backward. Little if any wheat will 


be headed before the 20th inst., ‘whic 1S 
° hiust., \which is fu 'Y. | pany who they should and who they should not 


two weeks laterthan in an average seasou., 
Everything depends on the lateness of the sea- 
son in Dakota this year. 

In South Dakota the early wheat is heading 
out. The conditions are far better than those 
of a year ago. The prospect now is for a 
good crop, but not so large as many think. 

In Wisconsin the early spring Wheat is just 
heading out and beginning to fill.’ It is heavy 
and rank, but so far no indications of rvst. 
The crop has not,recovered much jof its lost 
time yet. 

Corn Uneven in Nebraska and Iowa. 

The corn situation in Nebraska‘at the pres- 
ent time 1s mixed. Some areas of corn are 
waist high while in other portions of the State 
not over ten inches. The weather is too dry. 
Fields have generally been cultivated well and 
the crop has been laid by clean. ‘The crop is 
two weeks later than usual Rains, within ten 
days, of course would entirely change the 
general complexion of the corn ¢rop in Ne- 
braska for the better. 

Corn is also uneven in the State of Iowa: 
all the way from six inches to six feet high. 
The present week has been a fairly good one 
for the crop. 

While in Ilinois we have had fairly season- 
able weather, although our nights have been 
cool, corn has not made much growth. I do 
not think ithas done as well as last week, 
when I reported that ‘it had held its vaya.” 
Ihere are few fields in the northern or the 
central portion of the State which as yet have 
shown any signs of the crop “tasseling out.” 
The crop is now getting info that condition 
where it will soon need rain. What has been 
said with regard to corn in Illinois will apply 
with equal force to the situation in Indiana 
and Ohio. The only difference, if any, is that 
the crop outlook in these two States is poorer 
than that for corn in Llhnois. 

There have been a few oats cut in Missouri 
and Kansas. They are not, however, what ve 
call oat States. The great bulk of the crop 
comes from Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska. 
The crop is just beginning to turn and it will 
be ten to fourteen days yet before the harvest 
of oats will commence.’ Generally cool and 
viear and the oats ought to fill well. 

We have not made much progress yet with 
cutting grass. Old meadows will turn out 
fairly well and the new seeding which we 
have more or less every year promises to be a 
full crop. |

Wages Paid at the Carnegie Iron Mills. 

SPRINGFIALD, LL, July ee of The 
Tribune. }— Tue Trisvune of Saturday you 
quote the statement of H. C. Frick that the ma- 
jority of the men at Homestead are paid $% to $10 
per day. 

[Nothing of the sort. What Tar Trpene said 
was this: ‘“‘Itis farther set forth in this official 
statement. that there are 3,800 men on the pay- 
rolls at Homestead. Of these 3,800 men only 45 
are aftected by the scale minimum and but 280 by 
the tonnage reduction. It is farther set forth in 
the official statement of the company that the 
wages of these 325 men range from $2.25 to $14.66 
per day, and that the majority of them range 
from $% to $10 per day. The *majority of: them’ 
refers only to the 325 men out of the total of 3,800 
hands employed.” | 

Now Frick also states that the pay will amount 
to over $200,000 per month. Three thousand eight 
hundred men are eraployed, making an average 
ot about $0 per month. How do any samhidinaniele 
number of the men make % to $10 and leave any- 
thing for the rest? _ C,.

It is probable that foreigners entering our coun- 
try past either the ** Golden Gate’”’ or the great 
Bartholdi statue, and even ourown people from 
other cities and States, will be disappointed at 
finding little in the harbor of Chicago save break- 
waters, cribs, and shipping. Other harbors have 
been not only enlarged and deepened, but 
adorned. To world-travélers, of whom there will 
be thousands at the Fair, who will have seen the 
most embellished arbors in every country on the 
globe, Chicago's harbor will seem crude indeed. 
A colossal figure a mile ont in the lake opposite 
Kighteenth street or Twenty-second, representing 
the main or crowning motive of our age—whatev- 
er artistic genius may determine that idea to be— 
past which the thousands of visitors must daily ride 
in boats and trains, going to and from the Fair, 
the same to be illumined at night with electric 
lights or connected with the Fair ground and 
Government pier by a circle of some kind, 
would, it seéms to me, complete the effect our 
harbor needs to compare with the handsomer 
harbors of the world.

CHICAGO BANKERS THINK WE ARE 
ON DANGEROUS GROUND, 


The “Advance in Street Railway Stocks 
Goes On—Wheat Scores an Advance and 
Holds a Part of It—Other Grains Firm 
Early and Easy Later—Provisions Sold 
Off—The Volume of Trade Only Mod- 
_erate—Reports from Outside Markets— 
General Commercialand Financial News. 


The action of the New York bankers in refer- 
ence to the gold movement caused a good deal of 
intertst in local financial circles yesterday. The 
New York bankers are anxious to strengthen 
their gold reserve and they are not disposed ‘any 
longer to'give up their gold as readily as they 
have been doing at the demand of the exporters. 
A meeting of the principal bankers was held 
Thursday afternoon and it was resolved to keep 
the entire reserve in gold hereafter. Their 
Treasury notes and gold certificates they 
agree to immediately present to the Sub- 
treasury for redemption as soon as 
any demand is made on their gold supply. 
Bankers here think that some obstacles should’ 
have been thrown in the way of the free move- 
ment of gold a good while ago. When there is a 
demand made on the Bank of England at a time 
when an export movement of gold is not desira- 
ble the price is immediately raised so that the ex- 
port movement is considerably hampered. The 
New York bankers and the Subtreasury have sup- 
plied gold freely whenever called for, so there have 
been large exportations during a period when 
the price of sterling exchange, only by the merest 
shade, admitted the profitable shipment of gold. 

* We are treading on extremely thin ice,” said 
a Chicago bank cashier yesterday. “The gov- 
ernment has but a meager stock of gold on hand. 
We have been carried nearer toa point where 
there will bea premium on gold than few of us 
imagine. The country seems to be moving along 
like a somnambutlist, and does not see the signs on 
every side that we are being driven by the silver 
agitators and the action of the present silver law 
to a point where gold will demand a premium.” 

The advance still goes on in the street-railway 
securities. The net gain yesterday over the clos- 
ing figures Thursday was 2% points for North 
Chicago Street railroad and 34 points for West 
Chicagu Strect railroad. At the opening there 
appeared to be a general impression that the 
time for a break had come. Prices were heavy on 
the start, but the break didnot materialize. 
There was still no stock for sale, and agood many 
orders were on the floor to be executed. By the 
time the morning session was over it was evident 
that there was to be no break that day. The 
brokers came back in the afternoon armed with 
ordérs to buy at the market, and that meant 
higher prices, Quotations for the stock of both 
companies were quickly driven up. North Side 
sold up 3% points from'the opening and West Side 
4 points. he market was firm at the close, and 
the last prices were the highest for the day and 
the highest ever recorded for the stocks. 

The market shows signs of broadening. Yester- 
day's business was Ay sasteode that has been done 
fora zg while a there was considerable 
activity outside of the street railway stocks and 
in some cases decided strength. Canal and Dock 
stock was among the notable ones. It opened at 
8144 and on steady buying advanced toa firm 
close at 83°%c. The advance started rumors of a 
dividend. Street's Stable Car stock was active 
and firmer. Itsold ex-dividend, but recovered 
part of the dividend, The brewery stocks con- 
tinned firm. There were bids for 500 shares of 
both common end preferred Brewing and Malt- 
ing at the market, but no stock came out. Sales 
of a thousand shares of St. Paul stock was one of 
the notable features of the day. 

The annual meeting of the G. H. Hammond 
company broughtsome satisfaction to the hold- 
ers of that corporation’s securities. The Chair- 
manin bis address to the stockholders stated 
that Manager Simpson, at the time he was dis- 
placed, had contracted a floating debt of mbre 
than a quarter of a million sterling. During the 
fiscal year just ended the net floating debt has 
been largely reduced, March 31. after deducting 
the cash in hand, the floating debt was £170,000. 
The profits made during the year amounted to 
£13,211 in England and £59,690 in America, or, 
after deducting the English expenses, a com- 
bined profit of £98,367, The corresponding profits 
last year were £49,000. The profits have been 
arrived at after charging against the profit and 
loss account nearly £37,000 for depreciation and 
repairs, as e@egainst £27,000 last year. Inter- 
est also has been paid out of these profits on 
the borrowed capital, which the business should 
have had, and wisich is now represented by loans; 
and the interest on the debentures has alsu been 
paid, leaving a net divisible profit on the two ac- 
counts of £61,342, or sufficient, had it been avyaila- 
ble, for dividends on this one particular year to 
have paid one year’s dividend on the preference 
shares and 5 per cent on the ordinary shares of 
the company, or with the balance undivided, 
brought forward iast year, to have paid off all 
arrears of dividends on the preference shares and 
to have left a surplus of £5,166 to carry forward. 
The American company during the year paid a 
dividend of £25,771 Xs 10d, so as to provide for the 
deficiency which otherwise would have been 
shown on the English accounts, as the profit 
earned by the English part of the business Was 
not sufficient to pay the debenture interest. The 
bdlance of profit carried forward in the two con- 
cerns is £79,326. The directors were also success- 
ful during the yearin settling an old disputed 
claim in respect to the profits of the period prior 
to the incorporation of the company, but which 
was bought with the business. This has had the 
effect of increasing the capital resérve referred to 
last year of £41,000 to over £50,000, and is in the 
nature of a reserve against the amount which 
you paid for the good will of the business. 

The Chairman declared that* the company is 
now on an immeasurably better footing, and 
shuuld have less to pay this year alone by £6,600. 
The result of the whole year is that after paying 
interest on debentures and 8&8 per cent on the 
preference shares the directors propose to pay a 
final dividend of 10 per cent for the year on the 
ordinary sliares, to add £15,000 to the deprecia- 
tion account, making that up to 445,000; to add 
£12,000 to the general reserve fund, making that 
up to £42,000; and to carry forward £2,272 to next 
year’s account. The depreciation account and’ 
the general reserve account will then together 
amount to £87,000. 

The annual statement of the United States 
Brewing company has been sent to stackholders. 
The decline in the net profits, it is explained, is 
not due to any falling off in the coal but en- 
tirely due to the greater cost of materials during 
the year. The price of malt was from 20 to 25 cents 
a bushel higher than for the year ending March 31, 
1890. A saving of 10 cents per bushel on the 
amount of malt consumed by the company means 
a saving of £11,700. During the yearthe com- 
pany sold 445,741 barrels of beer as against 
430,181 in the previous year, an increase 
of 15.560 barrels. The figures given in 
the rospectus were based on an  out- 
put of 31,205 barrels, so that the *us- 
iness of the company has increased 
largely since the consolidation. The London 
expenses amounted to £2,560, against £3,161 last 
year. The item of “ debtors” has increased from 
£118,684 to £136,881, and this increase is caused 
principally by the additional advances made to 
customers in order not only to extend trade but 
to keep what the company already has.. ** This 
making of loans is now."’ the Chairman said, “ be- 
come a general custom in New York and has very 
much increased of late. Your directors have 
taken this subject into serious consideration on 
many occasions. We have consulted the New 
York committee about it, and it appears that it 
is absolutely necessary to make these advances if 
we wish to keep and extend our business. They 
are mostly of small amounts and are well spread. 
I may mention that this sum of £136,000 is not en- 
tirely made up by our loans. ‘hey amount to 
about £56,000 only. The balance mainly repre- 
sents what we call beer debts: this is the sums 
our customers owe us for beer supplied. We have 
a large staff of collectors and seil as much as 
possible for cash, and, of course, the amount 


‘owing to us is always fluctuatinge.”’

“Animal Coloration,” by Frank E, Bed- 
dard, 

A great deal of attention has been paid 
within the last few years to the subject of an- 
imal coloration, and, as remarked by one 
writer, the literature relating to it i» so enor- 
mous that itis really beyond the powers of 
any person who cannot give up his whole time 
to abstract jt thoreughly. The study is not 
one of the actual tints found in animala, but 
of the arrangement or pattern of those tints. 
Colors are demonstrated to be due either to 
the presence of definite piginents, which in 
the case of transparent animals lie beneath 
the skin, or to the optical effect of scattering 
or unequal diffraction of the light-rays. It is 
widely supposed that there is no white pig- 
ment in animal structures, but this idea is 
now affirmed to be erroneous. 

“Probably the most interesting part of the 
subject to the general reader is the question of 
safety or danger to the animal as a conse- 
quence of its coloration, and this is rather 
tully considered in a recent work by Frank E. 
Beddard of the Oxford (Eng.) University and

of the creatures studied, but there are cases 1n 
which no question of adaptation can be enter- 
tained. We must look upon color not merely 
as a physical but as a biological characteristic 
which has been differentiated and specialized 
by natural selection, and must therefore find 
its explanation in the principle of adaptation 
or utility. It has been argued that the con- 
stancy of animal color indicates utility, and it 
is said that domestic animals are subject to 
much greater variability than is exhibited by 
their wild relatives. «This, however, may be 
due to the fact that variations occur just as 
often in the one case as in the other, but that 
the varying individuals among the wild ones 
do not reach maturity, being less suited w 
cope with the conditions of their natural 
existence., In addition to this the vary- 
ing wild animal,may be supposed to ex- 
perience difficulty in findmg a mate, and 
when found the hereditary influences on both 
sides are against the perpetuation of the va- 
riety. 

With some exceptions coloration is constant 
for a given species, and with a wider range of 
variation itis also constant for genera and 
families. Thus green is a common color 
among tree-frequenting birds, but there are 
plenty of such birds among which it does not 
occur; it appears to be an impossible color 
among rodents and marsupials, and indeed 
among animals in general. The wide distri- 
bution of colors is most strikingly shown in 
the mammalia. They are found otherwise 
where it is impossible to recognize usefulness, 
as for instance in the earth-worm. Perhaps 
there is hardly any animal which has 
a general plan of coloration that is dis- 
tinctively its own and is not closely 
paralleled in some member of a different 
group. A highly interesting set of tacts is 
brought out under the head of ‘“ protective 
minticry,’’ a device by which one animal is 


| mistaken for another. In these cases a per- 


fectly eatable and helpless insect mimics one 
that is nauseous or dangerous. Accordingly 
it is left alone by other animals which have 
learned by personal or hereditary experience 
that it is better not to touch the insect simu- 
lated. 

The theory of natural selection is believed 
to furnish the key to the study of these and 
other problems. But there are certain color- 
changes that nay be produced by the direct 
action of external conditions, as light, heat, 
cold, etc., and that seem to be altogether in- 
dependent of any selective process. 
It is not im probable that color 
is more largely affected by these 
conditions than has hitherto been admitted

But the directors 
say “although the claims have been numerous 
the amount bas not in the aggregate exceeded 
expectation.”” The result ot the year’s working, 
taken by itself, is a credit balancé of £363, but the 
year’s proportion of the expendithre, in 1891 upon 
organization more than swallows thisup. The 
balance at debit. of revenue accgunt now stands 
at £644, which is not a heavy sum if the company 
continues to move in the right} direction. fhe 
number of agents now representing the company 
in the United Kingdom is 2,550, = the expenses 
of appointment and equipment ae been entirely 
charged to revenue. bey should soon prove re- 
munerative, but the agency established at Genoa 
seems rather too far afield. 


The action of the Cook County Compact 
Thursday in passing a resolution of a lute busi- 
ness non-intercourse with Case & Co. upon every 
subject matter relating to insurance was one of 
the chief topics of conversation in insutance cir 
cles yesterday. One of the points that the discus- 
sion caused by this action brougtit out ig that the 
resolution adopted by the compact will fail to 
bind all the members. Some-members of the or- 
ganization Jaugh at the idea of heing compelled 
to enforce a boycott against a business associate, 

and they declare that t 1ey will ndver do anything 
of the sort. Case & Co.'s side of the controversy 
raises some questions that put thé members of the 
compact to pass the resolution in’ a curi 
tion uniess they can further exp 
cause for their action. Case & dec] 
they never were members of bither the Cook 
County Compact or the Managérs’ Association. 
Last May they were solicited to join the Man® 
gers’ Association, and aftersome fifteen or twenty 
names had been signed to the agreement they 
subscribed their signature, but qualified jit with a 
written statement that unless every other firm in 
the territory also stibscribed their signature 
would not be held binding. Tndy say that only 
about two-thirds of the firms in the territory ever 
signed the agreement, and cosequentiy their 
signature never at any time boubd them. Not- 
withstanding the fact that they were undef no 
moral or other obligations to either association 
they declare that they have obsérved the rates 
and rules of the compact ds car¢fully as 
any member of it, and they challenge a 
comparison of oks on this _—§ subject. 

While they decline to enter the Cook County 
Compact they said that they would, so far as rates 
and commissions were concerned, obey its rules, 
providing its surveys and rates |were furnished 
them. This has been done since last May and 
they declare that they have obs¢rved the rates 
and rules to the letter. They haye expected and 
still expect to pay their proportion of the ex- 
penses of surveys and rate making, and they say 
that the statement that they have declined to pay 
their pro rata share for any expehses ineurred by 
the Cook County Compact sincé May 1, 1892, is 
absolutely false. No bill has beeh presented to 
them for such expenses. If it had they declare 
it would have been paid promptly and 
they still stand ready to pay it. 

“We have not entered into any conditions 
or covenants with any men, or! association of 
men,”’ says Mr. Case, * ‘ either called ‘ Managers’ 

Agreeement, or any other name, that we have not 
fully complied with the conditions and limita- 
tions contained in the same. The statement that 
Agent Wilderis and has been cutting rates is 
false so far as any business he has.sent to the 
Royal Insurance company and go far as our 
knowledge extends in his business relations to 
other companies. We refuse to bea party in the 
petty p@msecution of any man, whetber our agent 
or otheFwise, and we will not consent to single 
out Agent Wilder and endeavor to compel him to 
join the Cook County Compact sojlong as there 
are scores of other agents in Cook County repre- 
senting companies which are members of the 
Cook County Compact who have not 
joined said cvumpact. and ih many in- 
stances have not been requested to join 
the so-called Cook County Compact.” 
There is a wide difference of opinion among in- 
surance men as tothe policy of taking such ac- 
tion as members of the compact took yesterday. 

Those who favor such~action deftlare that the 
méinbers of the firm against whom itis aimed 
have long been “ kickers,” and havé caused much 
trouble and demoralization in insugance matters. 
It is declared to be necessary to discipline them 
in this way in order to enforce the principles of 
the association. On the uther hand, there are in- 
surance men who declare a boycott to be an en- 
tirely un-American institution, and they say that 
if any body of men other than an | insurance or- 
ganization had taken the action that was taken 
Thursday it would be followed by @ grand jury 
investigation, in which the laws of [llinois on the 
subject of conspiracy would cut a prominent 
figure. Altogether the situation seems to be get- 
ting into shape fora lively war in the insurance 
interests in the territory covered by the pomapect.

Some Remarkable Jewels to Which More 
fhan Usual Interest Is Attached. 

Among historic emeralds may be men- 
tioned those alternated with pearls of Lollia 
Paulina, the sometime wife of Caligula and 
granddaughter of Marcus Lollius, he who 
shook the “ pagoda tree’’ of his day to such a 
shatneless extent that he had to performa 
Roman harakiri to avoid a worse fate anda 
more degrading ending. Then there were the 
emerald lorgnettes of Nero, through which he 
watched the sports of the arena and could 
read the anguish on the faces of his victims. 
And there was the portrait of himself engrav- 
en onan emerald which Ptolemy gave to 
Lucullus when he landed at Alexandria. The 
Egyptians knew of and esteemed the emerald, 
and doubtless had some famous exarples. 
But when we read of a coffin made of this 
gem—of an emerald four cubits high and three 
broad, sent by the King of Babyion to his 
brother of Egypt for the statue of his wife 
Arsinoé—of an obelisk forty cubits high, com- 
posed of forty emeralds—we take leave to 
rub our eyes and doubt, preferring to believe 
in some slight mistake of nomenclature or 
description rather than in these extraor- 
dinary productions. Acubit, be it remem- 
bered, is roughly reckoned at about eighteen 
inches. 

Some of the great emeralds by which the 
world was once astonished have been proved 


} spurious. here was that famous dish, called 


the *‘Sacro Catino,”’ once held to be the 
identical dish out of which was eaten the 
Last Supper, and once held to be forméd of 
one entire and flawless emerald. Seized by 
the French, it was carried to Paris .nd there 
submitted to the sacrilegious criticism of ex- 
perts; when the emerald dish, which had first 
of all been given to King Solomon by the 
Queen of Sheba, and then served our Lord 
for the last meal he ate on earth, was proved 
to be no more norlessthan a fine piece of 
green glass.—London Queen.

pence and house of detention throughout the 

nited States and thousands of erring lives 
have been reclaimed and guided into well- 
directed ways. 

An interesting story is told of the incident 
that determined her life work. 

When she was about seven years of age her 
parents removed from New York, her birth- 
place, to Chicago. Het home was opposite the 
old brick prison of that city, and when sne 
cheenesnal her education she hau to pass it 
every day on her way to school. One morning 
as she was passing ab old man whom she had 
seen on several occasions peering through the 
iron grating beckoned to her to stop. Without 
a moment’s hesitation she did so, This man 
then requested her to show him her school 
books, and the child handed them to him 
through the bars. He gazed at them long and 
earnestly, and when he gave them back his 
eyes were wet. ‘“‘ For God’s sake, child,” he 
said, ‘“‘try and bring me a book or paper— 
anything to read.”” She promised him to do 
so. That evening she told her father of the 
incident.’ He was undecided at first what

course to pursue, but seeing how completely 
his little girl’s sympathies were aroused he 
went to his library, and, selecting such 
a work as he thought best adapted to 
the old man. he gave it to her to take to 
the prison. Week after week the child con- 
tinued her mission of kindness, until there 
came a inessage to the father that the old man 
was dying and begged to see the little girl 
who had been so kind to him. They went to. 
gether, and were taken to the ceil of the dy- 
ing prisoner. In tones of gratitude he said: 
** Little girl, you have saved my soul; prom- 
ise you will do all your life for the poor peo- 
es in prison what you. have done for me.”’ 
Jeeply affected, the child sobbed out her 
promise, which she has religiously kept. 

No earthly prospect, however bright, no 
worldly ambition has for a moment tempted 
her from the sphere of labor which she has 
prescribed for herself, 

From Italy, France, and Germany letters of 
congratulation and encouragement have come 
to her, offering to place money in her hands 
with which to work, and giving her great in- 
cucements to labor for them, but she has ever 
felt that her best field of usefulness was in 
her native land.

brass, cutting leather, or “ pokering’’ wood, 
all of which occupations are riding on the 
high tide of popularity just now. 

In the annual exhibition of home arts and 
industries held in London recently there 
were, for an observant woman, a great many 
timely suggestions in regard to the profitable 
employment of leisure moments. 

The exhibition in question was held in Al- 
bert Hall under the. direction of Countess 
Brownlow, and it reckoned among its friends 
and patronesses such people as the Dowager 
Lady Stanley of Alderley, the Cuuntess of 
Pembroke, the Marchioness of Lothain, Lord 
and Lady Fitzwilliam, and Lady Elizabeth 
Biddulph. | =. 

The bazaar was arranged in stalls in the 
conventional fashion and was presided cver 
by the usual quota of bright-eyed, pretty- 
mannered young women. 

Here and there were pretty girls in cos- 
tumes, Spinning at their wheels. The most 
attractive of all spinners, however, was a gen- 
uine old Irish. peasant woman in cap and pipe, 
whose ready tongue was never at loss for 
an answer to any one of the many people who 
“interviewed ’’ her 

The national Icelandic costume was worn 
by a red-cheeked, good-natured matron who

guarded a table spread with tempting !ce- 
landic homespuns, knitted gloves, and stock- 
ings, and at the same time turned a huge 
spinuing-wheel, 

Lhe chief interest in the exhibition was. not, 
however he personnel, but in the wares 
which rgpresented the products of so many 
humble homes scattered through the length 
and breadth of the British Islands, 

The various fancy articles in wood were 
especially attractive, partly perhaps, because 
they were very largely the work of women, 
even those which required considerable car- 
pentering ability, such as tables and mirror 
frames. 

An Italian tea-table in walnut wood was 
surrounded by an admiring crowd of women 
all the time it was on exhibition. Young per- 
sons with social aspirations were especial- 
ly devoted to its daintily carved 
moldings and legs. A teatray supplied with 
four claw-like feet was fitted to the table, 
making an extremely convenient arrange- 
ment. 

A more ambitious piece of carving, also a 
woman’s work, was an old corner cupboard 
decorated with incised carving, which, being 
of a lizhter tone than the wood, had the effect 
of marqueterie. A smailtable of sycamore, 
stained with walnut, was also incised, showing 
= lines of white against the brown sur- 
ace. 

An oak mirror frame displayed with some 
oak panels excited considerable attention, but 
they are palea before the gem of the collection 
of wood carvings—a grotesque creation, half 
bat and half dragon, holding in its talons a 
crescent mirror. In originality of design as well 
as in smoothness and finish of execution it 
was easily first in all the exhibition. And an 
lrish woman carved it from her own design, 
mnaking a praiseworthy and successful attempt 
to revive an old Celtic pattern. 

Rather more distinctly feminine was the 
cut leather work which formed a prominent 
feature of the bazaar. Book-covers, card and 
letter-cases, blotter-backs, engagement tablet- 
covers bore evidence of having been treated 
by deft fingerr, skilled in this dainty work. A 
young woinan, sitting near the table on which# 
the various articles were displayed, gave a 
practical demonstration of the ease with 
which the leather-cutting and pressing can be 
accomplished. Under her trained hands the 
material grew into artistic designs asif by 
magic. An altar-bvok, elaborately bound in 
pressed leather by a little blind girl, not yet 
15 years old, was not the least interesting 
article on exhibition in that particular depart- 
ment. 

The brass exhibit was particularly worth 
notice, in that it showed a tendency on the 
part of amateur workwomen to strive after

really good and artistic effects instead of the 
rough, hurried patterns with which they are 
too often content. A coffeepot in brass was 
an adinirable piece of work. So was a tray 
covered with a bold, scroll-like design. 

In that it offersa fresh field of work for 
women the bent iron exhibit deserved more 
attention than it really received. Few gris 
have rolled up their sleeves and gone into the 
business of learning all there is to know about 
torges and bellows and white heat. Now that

bars of iron into pleasing shapes her profes- 
sion it is fairly safe to state that it will not be 
long before others find it pays to develop 
muscular force in just this direction. 

Cartaimly the work is attractive so far as the 
results are concerned. The scrolis and loops 
of black metal make extremely pretty screens 
and standards for lamps, and as the art of 
working in iron is developed it will doubtless 
be applied tu countless things which none of 
us has yet dreamed of. Its something in 
these days of sharp competition to strike an 
unbeaten path which promises to Jead to good- 
ly supplies of bread and butter and even jam 
if followed conscientiously. 

Basket work and chip-caryvmg on slate are 
fairly new empioyments, too, for women. 
Indian squaws have long been familiar with 
the pretty craft, but their white sisters’ fingers 
are awkward and green at thetrick. For all 
that some very good work done by them was 
shown. Among other novelties was an artist’s 
basket arranged to carry two canvases, a pal- 
ette, paints, and brushes. re were also 
some capital flat baskets—just the sort of 
thing a young person with a propensity for 
long country walks wants to pop a light 
luncheon in and swing along easily by the 
handles.

She learns that as soon as she learns 
what itis to bea woman. The tradition passes 
from mother to daughter that they must bear it 
and not make a fuss about it. They learn to con- 
sider pain as a thing that isn’t of much conse- 
uence anyway and isn’t worth speaking about.”’
